Not Affect General Pros- 


perity; Mexico Being Born Again. 


Sufficient time has elapsed since 


golden groves of Southern Call- 
fornia to permit of a fairly accu 
rate survey of the damage done, 
and to take account of stock. 

It would be foolish to shut our 
eyes to the fact that the damage 
is considerable; perhaps greater 
than at first appeared probabie, 


hen Los Angeles or the wonder- 
ful growing country south of the 
Tehachepi is dependent upon * 
single crop. so while individual 


growers will feel the pinch severely 
and money will circu leas freely 
in some familiar channels, the 
| freeze is not to be viewed in the 
|| light of a calamity, or as of great- 
ler aignificance than the slowing 
down of an im industrial 
division. 

These losses occur with fair reg- 
lularity. At least, it is possible to 
| forecast within a few years the 
probable recurring cycle. They 
Should be figured into the over- 
nend of the grower, and are ac- 
\tually so figured by the producer 
who has reduced his business to 
2 ecientific basie. If a sinking 
fund were provided sufficient to 
|} meet the loss when it comes from 
every six to nine years the grower 
‘could afford to laugh at the abor- 
‘tive attempt of fate to trip him. 

Such a fund could be readily set 
aside from the profite of the fat 
/years in proper proportion to the 
extent of the investment involved, 
| and the interest could be com- 
pounded fom the benefit of the 
\fund iteelf or transferred to other 
uses. The insurance would be 
most efficacious and the grower 
would not be compelled to make 
forced loans, often at unsatisfac- 
tory terms, when the pinch comes. 
) There is still considerable dif- 
| ference of opinion as tb the per- 
\centage of loss from the. 1922 
i\freeze. Estimates run from 40 
ite 76 per cent, different localities 
suffering in varylag degrees. It 
is probable that the average 
for the combined orange counties 
win approximate ¢0 per cent. 
| However, viewed from the eco- 
nomie standpoint, frozen oranges 
do not necessarily mean frozen 
credits. and a crop-failure means 
Misaster for only an isolated few 
in @ontrast to conditions in other 
| Parts of the country, where 
‘similar condition would spell ruin 
for whole districts dependent upon 
the success of one crop. 
| A large number of groves are 
‘financed by individual growers who 
are, in many cases, of the gentie- 
men- farmer class, and who regard 
their oranges as a side-line.

out serious inconvenience. In

| duced and the spending power of

At about d m,, he 
‘arrived at the house from which 
he had been barred by the courts. 
He spoke to his wife through the 
front screen door. 

From Mrs. Walters the police 
learned that Boden stood at the 
doorway of his home and pleaded 
with his wife to return to him. 
What her answer was no one will 
‘ever know, but Boden whipped a 
revolver from his overcoat pocket 
and stepping into the front room 
of the house shot his wife through 
the head. 

Dashing through the living-room 
into the kitchen and then into the

second shot at his mother-in-law. 
| The bullet missed and

by the arm Boden pressed his 
,revolver against her head and 
killed ber.

Walters was dressing the terrified 
woman rushed to a window and 
plunged to the ground. She fied 


for the police. 

With the dead on both sides of 
him DBeden walked into the din- 
ing-room of the house and fired 
one shot into his own breast. He 
died instantly.

He passed the bar examinations in 
1905. He had offices at 613 Pan- 
tages Theater Building and was 
well known in all the local courts. 

Boden was a former principal of 
the Columbia grammar echool in 
Pasadena, baving resigned that po- 
sition several years * to take 
up the study of law. e lived on 
South Chester avenue in that city 
up to eighteen months ago, when 
he sold his home there and moved 
to Los Angeles.

He was born in Whitingham, 
and was graduated from Oxf 
F., im 1841. He later won de- 

and gu and Phil- 
adelphta University. e owned 
and operated a number of publi- 
cations and had toured the world 
five times, iecturing in oriental 
countries. 

He was a member of the Indian 
Peace Commission which in 186£ 
settled Indian troubles in the 
Middle West, and in 1868 he was 
United States Consul at Trebizond, 
Turkey. Later he represented the 
American Arbitration League at 
the International Peace Conference 
in Paris. 


One of oft-repeated re- 
marks was: “I am truly an eciec- 
tie not only in medicine, but in 
all things.” In evidence of this 
he preached for several years in 
the pulpit of the Universalist 
Church, Baltimore, before the 
War. Then he became an 
Episcopalian and later a Spiritual- 
ist and Theosophist. 

For three years Dr. Peebles was 
professor in the Eclectic Medical 
College of Cincinnat!, he was presti- 
dent of the California College of 
Meiences for four years, and in 
1911 he founded and became presi - 
cent of the Peebles College of 
Science and Philosophy in Los An- 
ge les. He founded the California 
Centenarian Club and served as 
— of the California Human- 

arian Teague. He was a mem 
ber of numerous societies organ- 
ized for advancement of science, 
art, health, philosophy and psychic 
research. 

Dr. Peebles married Mise Mary 
M. Conkey in Canton, N. Y. She 
died many yeare ago, and their 
three children died in infancy. His 
sister, Mra. C. ©. Beach of Battle 
Creek, ia the only close relative. 

In addition to his widely read 
book, “How to a Century” 
he wrote eleven others on religion, 
peychology and similar subjects.

He 
scarcely stirred in his seat. As 
the contents of the letters flowed 
from the lips of Dep. Dist.-Atty. 
Keyes the eyes of the man who 
cave up a woman because he loved 
her sought the floor, the table. a 
book in his lap anywhere,*in fact, 
except faces of those about him. 


LOVE FIGHT RETOLD. 


The letters, which have all been 
read and published, told of the 
fight of Mrs. Obenchain for the 
They told of 
their innocent school-mate friend- 
ship and how it grew until the 
love was the dominating force in 
the woman's life and, he had de- 
lieved, was the impelling force in 
the life of the man. The letters 
grew in warmth and Intensity un- 
til they recorded the demanding 
desires of the woman for the 
man, “in spite of your mother, in 
spite dot conventionalities, in spite 
of the world.” 

Passionate, pulsating paragraphs 
Fripped the attention of the jury. 
Rome relieved themselves by cry- 
‘ing, others by ehewing gum 
viciously. During the reading of 
the most heated episties Mra. Ob- 
enchain sobbed. She attempted to 
|divert her attention from the 
heart-rending words but without 
lavail. Frequently she turned to 2 
volume of Irvin 8.

Whén Judge Crall yesterday

Court Defines 


Intoxication 
| for Autoists. 


A judicial definition of just how 
far a man can go in the “stew- 
ins line without being alienable 
to the Motor Vehicle Act, which 
makes it a misdemeanor for an 
intoxicated person to drive an au- 
tomobile, was given by Department 
No. 2, District Court of Appeal, 
yesterday, in the affirmation of the 
judgment of conviction of A. C. 
Dingle before Superior Judge Z. B. 
West of Orange county. 

The court holds that to be un- 
der the influence of intoxicating 
liquor, one must be so that his 
skill de a driver is impaired to 
an appreciable extent. In that 
case he is “under the influence of 
intoxicating liquors” within the 
meaning of the statutes.

NEU! . YOUNGSTERS. 
One only to read the editorial col 
umns of the Canadian, South African and | 
Australian press to discover that a potent 
change is taking place inside the British 
Empire. What were once the foreign colo- 
nies of Great Britain are assuming the 
status of independent nations. England is 
a mother who finds a number of her chil- 
dren attaining their majority. They no 
longer feel constrained to follow the coun- 
sel or Obey the commands of the mother- 
land. They proudly display the bulge of 
their youthful muscles and assert they are 
no longer amenable to corporal discipline. 
Like most youngsters, they th ak little 
about their duties and much about their, 
rights, and first among these they place 
forming a foreign policy of their own with- 
out maternal aid or consent. That ques- 
tion of six votes to one in the Assembly of 
the League of Nations was, in reality, one 
of British internal policy. The new na- 
tions demanded a right to separate repre- 
sentation, to speak for themselves. Can- 
ada would not consent that the guardian- 
ship of her interests should be intrusted 
to an Englishman. A similar position was 
taken by South Africa, Australia and New 
Zealand. 


When the British government named 
three Englishmen on its delegation to the 
Disarmament Conference a formal protest 
was filed by each of the new nations. All 
demanded personal representation. They 
declined to be bound by agreements in 
whose negotiation they had no individual 
parts. A compromise was effected by in- 
creasing the British delegation to six mem- 
bers. As all agreements required unanl- 
mous consent, this arrangement did not 
affect the balloting and the other pations 
made no protest. ; 

Since the conference has adjourned, bow- 
ever, the four nations which consider them- 
selves independent—Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa—are asserting 
that they submitted to a humiliation which 
will not be endured at a future conference. 
Gen. Smuts, the South African Premier, 
declared that in future conferences South 
Africa will be directly represented or not 
at all. 

This assertion has been indorsed pretty 
fully by the press of the other nations and 
is taking appearance of an ultimatum. 
Commenting on the situation, the Manitoba 
Free Press says editorially: 


The device of having the foreign af- 
fairs of all the British nations attend- 
ed to by the foreign office of one of 
them and subject to its control has 
broken down upon its first trial. This 
condition is only possible if we revert 
te the status of colonies and cease to 
have foreign interests, which everyone 
knows is impossible. A common for- 
etgn office or a centralized empire is 
theoretically feasible, but politically im- 
practicable. The only road left, which 
circumstances will compel them to take, 
is for each British nation to look after 
its own foreign affairs. „ This 
proposal, which today makes cold chills 
run down the spine of our ardent im- 
perialists, will be a commonplace of 
British policy within ten years. 


Evidently the era when London was En- 
gland and England the British Empire has 
ended. From the colonial viewpoint there 
are now eight British nations, which are 
Great Britain, Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa, Ulster and the Irish 
Free State. Each of these holds a position 
under the empire similar to that of a sor- 
ereign State in our own country, but with 
a still greater degree of independence. The 
mother possesses only equal rights with 
the children. 

If this policy is followed to the end to- 
ward which it is now tending the British 
Parliament will be composed of proportien- 
ate representation from each of the na- 
tions. But that will be a difficult problem 
to adjust; for, on a population basis, India 
would have twice as many votes as all the 
rest. The world outside is hardly prepared 
to see turbaned heads legislating for the

LLEGE DEMOCRACY. 

One likes the sound of the democratic 
move made by Princeton University. It has 
not specifically forbidden the possession of 
motor cars to its students, but it has very 
emphatically expressed the opinion that it 
would prefer that the students should not 
be so equipped. 

Conditions in the world today, as Dr. 
Hibben points out, make it very desirabie 
that young men, especially in the formative 
period, should not Be encouraged in the ap- 
purtenances and luxuries of high living. In 
fact, he considers that there never will be 
a time when the youth of the colleges 
should let their purses run away with their 
brains. 

Ot course, the sone of rich and indulgent 
parents have always found some means by 
which they could ostentatiously lord it over 
their poorer fellows—-flashy clothes, expen- 
sive quarters, extravagant entertainments. 
But the automobile has done more than 
that—it has made it possible for the youth- 
ful car owner to put a great deal of dis 
tance between himself and the scholastic 
environment whenever studies irked and 
to be more reckless in his behavior beyond 
the ken of the authoritative eye. No mat- 
ter what care is taken to keep the environ- 
ment of the colleges decent and reputable, 
the automobile neutralizes it and makes the 
bad influences easy of access. 

He would be a bold undergraduate who 
can claim that his machine is a necessity 
or, in fact, provides him with anything but 
joy-riding during his college sojourn. All 
it does is to give him privileges and pro- 


vide opportunities for license which it is 


eminentiy desirable he should not have if 
he has gone to college with the intent of 
endeavor and achievement. 

Princeton's lead is likely to be followed 
by other universities, for faculties every- 
where are recognizing the menace to au- 
thority and discipline which the car- 
equipped student so often proves, to say 
nothing of the effect upon the individual 
young man's studies. 

Of course, the evil does not lie so much 
in the mere joy-riding, but rather in the 
extravagance afd display and the “pleas- 
ure” advantages over less well-to-do stu- 
dents. President Hibben emphasizes the 
value and importance of “simplicity ,in liv- 
ing and the elimination of unnecessary lux 
urtes which he is so earnestly urging the 
students to follow. Especially as it is from 
these college men of ours that the leaders 
of the next generation are expected to come. 
Hence his plea for a better college democ- 
racy. a better standard of fundamental 
Americanism. 


WANING INDUSTRY. 

One of the big New Jersey corpora- 
tions handling malt mixtures, hops, yeast 
and other home-brewing products has gone 
into bankruptcy. M was thought at one 
time that this cellar industry was about 
the fourth or fifth industry of the nation. 
It ranked somewhere between automobiles 
and moving pictures. But it now appears 
to be slumping rapidly and hardly one fam- 
ily in ten is maintaining its own brewing 
department.
